especially if, aa is probable, wheat is 
lower next year than now and free sil- 
ver leaders are able to maintain their 
hold on tbe Democratic party. 


Tbese are opinions which honest and 


conservative Republicana will freely 
indorse. It ia not likely that wheat will 
be aa high next year as it has been this 
year, while there is not the elighteat 
probability that it will go back to ths 
onremnnerative prices of the past four 
years. The general prosperity of tha 
people and their ability to consume 
freely the products of the Eoil will pre- 


ent that. 
The reason for expecting that wheat 


will be Bomewhat lower in price next 
year ia apparent. Such result almost 
invariably follows high prices which in- 
duce larger planting aud consequently 
larger supply. In California next year's 
acreage of wheat will be Himply unpre- 
cedented, and similar conditions may 
naturally be expected elsewhere. The 
price of wheat is governed by the inex- 
orable law of enpply and demand, ae the 
experience of the present year haa 
again demonstrated. When wheat ia 
not over abundant tbe price will be high, 
when the supply ia greater the price 
will be correHDondingly lorn. This is a 
law which hae always held good, and 
ever? effort of human ingenu: 
change it has failed. Speculators cause 
temporary fluctuations, but they utterly 
fail to stay the trend of pricee dictated 
by the demands of the markets. 


But the outlook for the farmers and 


producers of this coantryis nevertheless 
very bright—brighter than it baa been 
for yeara. So far aa wheat is concerned, 
the aurplna of past yeara has disap- 
peared, and with it has gone, so far as 
this country is concerned, the inability 
to consume freely, and this is true in a 
degree of other countries. The effect of 
tbe industrial revival on products of the 
farm consumed largely in a home mar- 
ket will be more marked. The fruit 
product of California, for example, finds 
its consumers among the masses of the 
American people, and opon the ability 
of tbe people to buy is the prosperity of 
tbe producers largely dependent. The 
consuming capacity of tbe people has 
been BO greatly increased that good 
prices are assured for the products de- 
pendent opon tbe home market so long 
as industrial activity prevails. That 
this will continue under rule of protec- 
tion to home industry even the pessi- 
mistic are not inclined to dispute.

The convention concluded between the 
Spanish and United States governments 
on January, 5,1877, naraea the attempt 
to murder as one of the crimes which 
subject the person charged with it to ex- 
tradition; so if the Spaniards demand 
tbe fugitive it IB difficult to understand 
on what eroand the United States can 
refuse to give her up. In regard to those 
who aided her in her escape, their eitra- 
dition might be demanded under para- 
graph 7 of article II of the same con- 
vention, but this is doubtful. At any 
rate this would not include the offend- 
era of American citizenship, for article 
VIII of the convention provides that 
"neither of the contracting parties shall 
be bound to deliver its own citizens or 
aabjects under the stipulations of this 
convention." There must be some way 
of punishing these raacala under our 
own laws, however. A wainiiig exam- 
ple should be made of these tools of yel- 
low journalism.

Having Lost 
His Employer's 


Money, Fred Vincent Invents 


a Robbery Story. 


Fred Vincent, a traveling salesman in 


tbo employ ot J. O. Coiwell, manufact- 
urer of perfumea and extracts, laatMon- 
day told the Sanger officers a thrilling 
tale of bow he had been robbed near 
Centervillo that day. He waa jogging 
along the road with hiu team and wagon, 
he related, when suddenly two manked 
men otepped out from oppoaite sides of 
tbo highway and, leveling shotguns and 
eiiahooters at him, in tones of thunder 
ordered him to halt. 


Of course the brave young man wag 


loth to obey the order. He had about 
$15 of hie employer's money in hia pock- 
ets, which be ha'd realized from the eale 
of hie wares, thecouutry people having 
made purchases of tbe extracts very 
readily. 
Unt, confronted with what 


looked like tbe armament of a flotilla 
when he looked down the barrels of the 
guns, Mr. Vincent decided tbat under 
eucb circumstances discretion was the 
better part of valor. Even then he hes- 
itated for a moment, looking for some 
way in which, ho might put the high- 
waymen to flight. 


But with loud curses they ordered him 


to climb down from the seat at once. At 
the name time one of the robbers ad- 
vanced and prodded tbe salesman in tbe 
ribs with tbe muzzle of a RUO. 


Vincent obeyed the order to alight. 


One of the highwaymen held a ehotgim 
to Vincent's Btomnch, while the other 
turned out liia pockets and relieved him 
of the $15 belonging to Mr. Colwell. 


The robbers wore fully masked, and 


Vincent told Oonstable Irvine that he 
would not be able to recognize them, 
even should be Bee them again. 
After 


they bad committed tho robbery the 
highwaymen retired to the weeda along 
lide the road and disappeared. 


Snch waa the tale that Mr. Vincent 


.old the Sanger officer, and Mr. Irvine 
having no reason to believe otherwise 
accepted the story as goapel truth, lie 
proceeded to make investigations, and it 
did not take him long to come to a 
different conclusion. 


The officer learned that at the time 


Vincent aaid tbe robbery took place the 
young mnn was engaged in a poker 
game at a saloon in Banger,and that the 
amount he lost very nearly reached $15. 
Irvine came to tbe conclusion tbat it 
was "the same old story;" that having 
lost his employer's money Vincent in- 
vented the robbery story in an attempt 
to deceive Mr. Colwell.

from Malaga, Spain, in which my cor- 
respondent writes as follows: 


'• -In reply to your inquiry of May 


20th, which I should have answered ore 
this 1 beg to inform you that at the 
beginning of tbe season the outlook for 
rSuntital crop of Malaga raiama was 
very favorable and a much heavier yield 
than that of last year WOB looked for. 
But the continued drought prevalent in 
the raisin growing diatricta of Spain, 
together with the exceedingly high and 
drv tamporature.baainjured the growth 
and development ol the raisin berriea. 
This diatrict, in porlicul»r, is .fleeted to 
such an extent that tho output will only

Tbe amount of $i!OQ would be a 
big inducement for some people to com- 
mit murder.

The act of ISS'i providing for the or- 


ganization ol ckies of the fifth class, in 
which class Fresno utlongs, provides for 
the election o! a Board of Truateea con- 
sisting of five members and of certain 
other officers. It further provides tbat 
the Board of Truateea shall have the 
power to appoint still other otiicera. 
Section 104 of the act defining the pow- 
ers of the board in relation to the ap- 
pointment of membera of the police 
force provides aa follows: "Ttie Board 
ol Trustees shall have the power to ap- 
point and remove such other subordi- 
nate officers as they may deem proper, 
and to fix their duties and comptnaa- 
tion." 
The nbove is all there is contained in 


thaat'tUutH relating to the appointment 
of policemt-n. The manner oi appoint- 
ment, term of office, fixing compensa- 
tion, rules of conduct, etc., were left en- 
tirely with the board without any limi- 
tation whatever.

Under the ordinance, as it stood, po- 


lice officers acquired certain rights of 
which they could not be deprived ex- 
cept for just cause. The ordinance wae 
as it should be and was based on a wel] 
established principle of law, which has 
been the cuetomfrom time immemorial, 
extending generally to all subordinate 
positions of public trnefs, even to school 
teachers. As the ordinance stands to- 
day, a member of the police force may 
be appoipted today and tomorrow be 
removed without th« assignment of any 
cause. Under the ordinance as it utooc 
ho was a duly commissioned officer 
whose authority waa only limited by 
law and whose tenure was only jeop 
ardized throunh his own misconduct 
As the ordinance stands today he is 
simply a puppett in the hands of the 
appointing power,and is subject to Bum 
inary dismissal any day to Hatiefy th 
potty spite or selfish whims of mem 
bera of tho board.
